Alb ert Helton, in whose possession 
was found the Malin rifle with which 
Goeb el was shot, was on the stand to 
identify and trace the gun. 
He identi­ 
fied the weapon b y its numb er, b ut 
was unab le to say positiv ely who gav e 
it to him. 
He said that directly after 
the shooting of Goeb el when he (Hel­ 
ton) went into the hall of the execu­ 
tiv e b uilding, where sev eral persons 
were gathered ab out the door of Caleb 
Po wers’s office, from which the shot 
Was fired, trying to force an entrance, 
some person handed the gun to him 
during the excitement. 
He thought 
the man who gav e him the gun had 
b een poffited out to him as Youtsey, 
b ut w’as not positiv e. 
Helton also de­ 
tailed a conv ersation he heard b etween 
Youtsey and J. B. Noe the day b efore 
Goeb el was shot, in which Youtsey 
said Tallow Dick Comb s had promised 
to kill Goeb el, b ut he had gone b ack 
on him, Youtsey adding: 
“If I can’t 
get anyb ody else to shoot him I will 
do it myself.”

Seattle, Wash., Dec. 24.-— St. Louis 
univ ersity footb all athletes made he­ 
roes of themselv es near Brocket sta­ 
tion on the Canadian Pacific, when 
they arriv ed on their way to the coast 
twenty minutes after a head-on colli­ 
sion b etween two freight trains.

engine crews and trainm en were un­ 
der the deb ris, some of them scalded 
frightfully b y escaping steam. 
Medical 
student 
memb ers of the 
team set to work to rescue the v ictims 
and m aterially aided, though working 
against escaping steam, in sav ing life 
and limb . 
They operated on three of 
the 
crushed 
trainm en. 
Brakem an 
Ormsb ee was crushed to death, and 
Firem an Chris Von Wald and G. Mc­ 
Kinnon were so b adly injured that 
they may die. 
The w reck w’as caused b y the failure 
of the operator at Brocket to deliv er 
orders.

Goldfield, Nev ., Dec.-24.—Despite the 
positiv e statem ent which came from 
W ashington to the effect that the fed­ 
eral troops will b e remov ed from Gold- 
field on Dec. 30, mine owners hav e not 
giv en up and will appeal again to the 
president. 
They will 
present, they 
say, m atters which hav e not yet b een 
laid b efore him, one of these b eing 
that they regard as positiv e ev idence 
that at least one deportation was a t­ 
tem pted b y the W estern Federation of 
Miners, in which attem pt four rifles 
were used. 
While the m iners are preparing to 
send further ev idence to the president, 
Sheriff Ingalls and Captain Cox, the 
personal representativ e of Gov ernor 
Sparks in Goldfield, are conferring on 
plans for the preserv ation of law and 
order after the troops depart. 
Sheriff 
Ingalls said that he is seeking at least 
fifty new men to constitute a force of 
deputies who will patrol the camp 
night and day, arm ed with guns. 
The rum or has b een current here 
that a company of rangers is contem­ 
plated, and as this could not b e done 
without the action of the legislature, 
the statem ent of Captain Cox is taken, 
to mean that if such a plan is decided 
upon the legislature will b e conv ened. 
A suit against the W estern Federa­ 
tion of Miners is to b e b rought b y the 
Goldfield mine operators’ association 
in the federal court.

From his station in the emergency 
cab in of the flagship Connecticut an 
officer serving as the fleet’s “hello 
b oy,” so to speak, will b e ab le to call 
up at will the officers of any other 
ship, even though ten miles of b rine 
and wireless dlstauce may Intervene. 
By the wireless phone messages b y 
word of mouth may l>e sent from ship 
to ship with the accuracy and ease of 
wired telephone messages from room 
to room in a modern hotel. 
The value of such a system under 
the circumstances is self evident. Here­ 
tofore intership signaling has b een 
done b y means of flags or b y “wigwag­ 
ging.”

not 
suffer so greatly in consequence as 
some b reeds. 
They are magnificent b reeders. They 
are proverb ial for large litters, and no 
less famous are they for the way in 
which they rear them. The young lit­ 
ters have strength and action that en­ 
ab le them to tight an easy b attle for 
ex istence from the first if they are 
given half a chance.
